Samples  taken  from  the  council *  s  water  undertakings  in  all 
five  parishes  supplied  have  proved  quite  satisfactory,  but  cleaning 
out  of  private  wells  has  again  been  requested  in  several  instances  to 
ensure  a  wholesome  supply. 

The  temporary  shortage  which  previously  occurred  in  the  public 
Supply  at  whissendine  did  not  recur  during  1940. 

The  new  pumping  plant  at  Market  overton  for  supplies  to  that 
village  and  Cottesmore  Aerodrome  has  been  in  operation  since  January, 
193.9.  schemes  for  increasing  the  supply  to  Cottesmore  Aerodrome  and 
providing  the  Aerodrome  at  udith  weston  and  woolfox  Landing  ground 
at  G-reetham  with  water  are  in  active  course  of  construction.  The 
machinery  of  the  village  water  supply  at  Man ton  was  thoroughly 
overhauled  during  1940  with  very  satisfactory  results.

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING- 

Eight  of  the  villages  in  the  District  -  gottesmore, . 

Eaton,  EmPingham,  Langham,  Market  overton,  c-reetham,  Tiokencote 
and  Manton,  are  now  provided  with  a  weekly  scavenging  of 
refuse  carried  out  by  the  contractors  on  behalf  of  the  council. 
A  partial  removal  is  provided  for  Ashwell,  Borrow  and 
Whissendine. 

The  above  eight  villages  are  provided  with  a  weekly 
scavenging  system  of  night  soil  carried  out  by  contractors 
on  behalf  of  the  council.  cesspools  at  Empingham  are 
emptied  by  contract. 

scavenging  at  coiiesmore  and  Edith  woston  Aerodromes 
is  now  carried  out  by  contractor  under  arrangement  with  the 
4ir  Ministry. 

The  possibility  of  a  collection  by  motor  lorry  from  all 
villages  in  the  pural  District  has  been  discussed  and  has  been 
left  in  abeyance  for  the  time  being. 

During  the  year,  by  arrangement  with  the  women* s 
voluntary  service  and  other  local  Bodies,  some  32  Tons  8  cwt. 
and  2  cprs.  of  waste  paper,  cardboard,  rags  and  bones,  were 
salvaged  and  disposed  of  for  the  approximate  sum  of 
£76  :  10  :  0.
